VOTE FUND TO 
RESEARCH COAL 
FOR HIGHWAYS 


H A R R I S B U R G (AP) - The 
House Mines Committee has rec­ 
ommended a $150,000 appropria­ 
tion to push research into new 
uses of coal, especially for road- 
building. 
In a companion action Tuesday 
a Senate-approved bill authorizing 
the Department of Highways to 
make coal-based highway mater­ 
ial experiments was amended in 
House com m ittee to make such 
experiments mandatory for the 
department. 
The Mines Committee directed 
that the appropriation be used to 
build a pilot research plan on the 
coal project. No site was men­ 
tioned. 
The measure, and the Senate 
bill, were cleared to the floor for 
action by the full House, possibly 
next week. 
The Mines Committee also ap­ 
proved legislation creating an An­ 
thracite Mine Drainage Commis­ 
sion to advise on the use of state 
and federal funds for dewatering 
mines. 
It also reported favorably on a
